And that means, of 
course, that workingmen in this coun- 
try must compete more directly with 
‘workingmen in -Europe, I know 
pomething about the making and sell- 
ing of cloth, from the mill and as a 
finished product, And here are three 
facts: The new tariff will save money 
for those that are prosperous—that 
buy their things in Burope—or buy 
exclusively imported European pro- 
ducts, The few tariff will not save 
e dollar in the cost of living or dress- 
ing for the masses of workingmen and 
the little people of modest incomes. 
And the. tariff will deprive of work 


many thousands of ‘those that work 


for a -living in this country. . Thou- 
sands of men whose work has -been 
done in America and sold in America 
will lose their present employment, 
for the reason that the work that they 
have been doing ‘will be done in 
Burope and sold in. America. Just 
watch the iniportations of woollen 
goods, for instance, into. this country. 


A Blow to Industry
